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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 10, 23, 25, 33-35 and 41-44 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. None of the prior art of the record either singularly or in combination teaches or fairly 
suggest an information processing system and method comprising a first information processing 
device having a first wireless communicator for receiving and sending data information from and 
to a base station by wireless communication and a first display for displaying the data 
information as first level information; providing a second information processing device having a 
second wireless communicator a second display; and operating the second information 
processing device so that the second wireless communicator receives and sends data information 
from and to the first information processing device by wireless communication and second 
displays second level information corresponding to a sub-level of the first level information. 

Panasik (6,219,553 Bl) teaches a network of mobile computing electronic devices, such 
as notebook computers, personal digital assistants (PDAs) graphing calculators and similar 
devices, uses low power communication to transmit wireless signals,. A classroom network 
setting is shown with a teacher calculator in communication with a plurality of student 
calculators spread out around the room. Each student calculator has the ability to receive data 
from the teaches calculator. Additionally, the student calculators may be able to communicate 
between themselves. 
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Veerasamy (6,208,865) teaches a wireless communication network comprising a first 
mobile communication device having a regular priority; a second mobile communication device 
having a high priority; a first base station providing a plurality of regular priority channels and at 
least one high priority channel for communicating with the first mobile communication device, 
the base station providing the first mobile communication device a high priority channel when all 
of the plurality of regular priority channels are in use, wherein the base station drops 
communication with the first mobile communication device on the high priority channel and 
provides the second mobile communication device. 

However, the cited references do not teach the claimed limitation such as "a first display 
for displaying the data information as first level information; providing a second information 
processing device having a second wireless communicator a second display; and operating the 
second information processing device so that the second wireless communicator receives and 
sends data information from and to the first information processing device by wireless 
communication and second displays second level information corresponding to a sub-level of the 
first level information".
